It was in the role of the compromiser 


that Clay appeared to the greatest ad- 
vantage combating the extremists of tha 
North and the extremists of the South, 
and the organization of the Territories 
acquired by the Mexican war, when 
Congress sat uninterruptedly from the 
tot Monday of December, 1849, to Sep- 
tember 30,1850, gave him an opportu- 
nity to display his talents in that regard, 
trying to find some satifactory middle 
ground for adjustment A stranger at 
times wonld have thought he was at war 
with the whole Senate, there being no 
one to take his part. Bat he never lost 
his courage nor his hope. After one of 
his days of severe conflict, he took his 
seat at the dinner table without saying a 
word to any one of us. Senator Ber- 
nen said: 
" Mr. Clay, why don't you speak? Are 


yon angry at everybody?" 


"That's just it," said Mr, Clay. " I 


can not say that I am angry at any one 
in particular. I think I am angry at 
every one. Here is our country upon 
the very verge of civil war, which every 
one pretends to be anxious to avoid, yet 
every one wants his own way, irrespec- 
tive of the interests and wishes ol others. 
And when I sat down to the table the 
thought struck me that around me were 
gathered men representing different ex- 
tremes, who had influence enough to set- 
tle the entire matter. Come, gentlemen, 
go to my parlor alter dinner and let me 
lock you all in, and I, remaining outside, 
iv ill agree to present any plan of concil- 
iation that you may agree upon, to the 
Senate and advocate it. Here is Judge 
Conrad, of New Orleans, Judge Berrien, 
of Georgia. Wentworth, from Chicago," 
and so he wont 6n naming us all as his 
special committee. 
But wo did not 


meet. About this time a committee of 
the prominent citizens of Boston, inter- ! 
ested m manufacturing, met him in the 
public parlor and solicited his aid in 
securing more favorable legislation upon 
the tariff. Before a large number of 
people he broke out in this way: 


" Don't talk to me about tariff when it 


is doubtful whether we have any coun- 
try. Go and see your Massachusetts 
delegation and urge them to lay aside 
their sectional jealousies, to cease ex- 
asperating the South, and to cultivate a 
spirit of peace. Save your country, and 
then talk about your tariff." 


The Boston gentlemen were shocked. 


They did not expt ct such a reception, 
and were bold to say so to some of Mr. 
Clay's best friends. The next day, as he 
entered the dining-room, he saw them 
bitting at a table by themselves, and, 
taking a seat by them, he thus spoke: 


" I feel greatly encouraged in this day's 


proceedings 
We have had several 


favorable test votes, and it looks as if we 
had all the extremists at bay. Stay a 
few days and mollify some of the fanatics 
in your Massachusetts delegation. But, 
if you must go, leave nil your papers in 
my parlor, and use it as your headquar- 
ters to write out what you desue of me. 
Let this trouble once be settled and your 
industries shall be brought to the most 
prosperous condition." 


Then the Boston gentlemen received a 


shock of another kind, and you could 
hear them saying: 
" Was there ever such another man ? 


With what zeal does he advocate every 
cause lie embraces ?"—Lany John Went- 
worth's Lecture. 


Limns t Note. 


Henry Clay had a large and eipenglvu 


family, and he keenly felt his poverty, 
while he lost no opportunity of express- 
ing his gratitude to friends, known and 
unknown, for all kinds of favors. The 
day upon which Mi. Webster mode his 
celebrated speech, in March, 1850, he 
wfuflhighly eulogizing it at dinner, when 
some one asked him if he did not think 
Mr. Webster's influence had been great- 
ly impaired by his allowing certain 
wealthy men hi Massachusetts to settle 
aa annuity upon him for abandoning his 
practice in the courts so as to devote 
more time to public affairs. Mr. Clay 
responded : " In view of the manner in 
•which my note was paid at a bank in 
Kentucky, I do not think I ought to 
speak upon that subject. With difficul- 
ty had I raised the money to pay the in- 
terest when I went to the bank to ask a 
renewal. The cashier told me I had no 
note there. I asked him what had be- 
come of it, and he said he was instruct- 
ed to answer no questions. And never 
have I been able to find out who paid it; 
but," turiiii.g to 'Judge Conrad, of New 
Orleans, he said : "Judge, I olwajs sup- 
posed jou had something to do with that 
matter." 
To which he responded : 


"Whether I or anyone else had any- 
thing to do with the matter, you will 
never know." Mr. Clny then said . " In 
view of my many opponents, I am as 
thankful for the secrecj as the money; 
but, when I am free from public life, I 
am gtfiug to insist upon knowing who 
were such benefactors,." 
When some 


one said: ''Mr. Clay, jour triruds will 
never let you bo iiee troni public life " 
"In that view, gentlemen,' said IIP, "bear 
witness to my mexpiossible grufitude to 
my friends, not ouly ioi tlieir favor, but 
for their manner of bestow ing it ; " add- 
ing that there was but one unpleasant 
thing about it, that it was the only pres- 
ent that he had ever received that he 
could not divide with his Jrieuds 
Here 


Judge Conrad observed . "That need 
not trouble you, as you had hl>einll) di- 
vided the proceeds before jou gave the 
note." 
"Yon are right," Bays Clay;

THE 3TATB CONVENTION. 


The Republican state convention, 


held at Springfield, yesterday, was 
one of tbe most enthusiastic "off 
year" conventions ever held in Dli-. 
Dois, as well as the largest one. The 
call ot the central committee embra- 
ced 708 delegates, and 792 were 
present, representing every county in 
the state except one—Calhoun. Sen- 
ator George Hunt, of Edgar county, 
presided, and won the highest praise 
from everybody for the excellence of 
his opening address an well as for 
tbe (kignity and fairness with which 
he discharged his duties. 


For state treasurer the convention 


nominated Gen. John C. Smith, on 
the first ballot, tbe vote standing, for 
Smith, &44; for Daniel D. Parry, of 
Warren, 128. The nomination of 
Gen. Smith was made unanimous 
with a thundering "aye." 


The chief interest of the day 


seemed to center in the nomination 
of the candidate for superintendent 
of public instruction.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 26.—The 


Pennsylvania convention of to-day is 
attracting much attention here. It 
,s the general belief now that State 
Senator Coxe will'be nominated for 
governor, Ludlow for supreme judge, 
and Africa for secretary of internal 
affairs, though Cose's record in re 
fusing to take the oath as senator is 
admitted to bejgainst him. 


John W. Gniteau spoaks in very 


kindly terms of the president's treat- 
ment yesterday, but admits that he 
bas no hope. 


The assassin's latest wrinkle is to 


express fear that the president may 
weaken at the last moment and par- 
don him. He says now that he wants 
to die, and wishes it over. 


Elaine's friends say the insolent 


remarks of the President of Chili in 
his annual address is a final proof of 
the wisdom of hie polioy, if carried 
out, and the pusillanimity of his suc- 
cessor. 


Conkling arrived quietly in the 


city last night,"and at noon to-day 
called on the president.

A few years ago 
while living in Brooklyn, N. Y., he 
lost a favorite daughter by a coast 
ing accident, and since then has been 
observed to be moody and disturbed 
in mind. 


At 4 o'clock this morning .1 noi ^It- 


boring drayman thought h>- L .11 I a 
shot and a scream in the dirpctiu:> o 
Cole's bouse, but paid no nttenti. t 
to it. About 10 o'clock ppople oocu 
pying part of the same bouse witb 
the Cole family noticed nil shut uj 
and went down town to his brother's 
to inquire whether they had gone 
away. The brother went up, and 
finding the house locked, got a po- 
liceman and broke in. Mr. Cole and 
wife were in the same bed. The wife 
had a bullet in her left temple. Mr. 
Cole had shot himself over the right 
eye, and the revolver was still in his 
hand. His daughter Nettie was ly- 
ing oil a lounge in an adjoining room 
with a bullet in the back of her head. 
She was the only child living, and 
had graduated from the Woodward 
high school only last Friday night. 


Friends say they know of no fam- 


ily trouble to cause this tragedy, but 
Mr. Cole has been observed .to talk 
wildly for the past two or three 
months, and some now recall that he 
has said when his family died they 
would all die together. 


ST. Louis, June 28.—A dispatch 


from Mount Sterling, Ky., says: A 
freshet in Beaver creek flooded the 
town of Frenchburg- on Monday. 
The water was six to eight feet deep 
in the streets and houses. Three 
dwellings were swept away, and six 
inmates drowned. Th'eir names are 
Mrs. 
John Cox, Mrs. Bryne and two 


grown daughters, and two daughters 
of preacher Watkins. The bodies of 
four of them have been recovered. 
The flood covered the entire valley, 
swept away all the fences and crops. 
The post office at Frenchburg, with 
all its letters and papers, was carried 
away and lost 
The rain storm 


which caused the flood extended some 
twenty miles, and all the streams 
within that distance are swollen. 
The K. & S. A. B. B. on State creek- 
is washed away, and much other 
property destroyed. The Mrs. Bryne 
and daughters who were drowned at 
Frenchburg, were mother and sisters 
of J. J. Bryne, clerk of the Menifee 
county court, and had only recently 
moved there from near Cincinnati.

The cabinet will go to hell; Judge 
Bradley will go to hell; the supreme 
court of this district will go to hell, 
and (turning to the death watch) 
you, too, will go to hell" With each 
repetition he brought his fist heavily 
down upon the table. 


This afternoon as Deputy Warden 


Buss passed the cell door, Gnitean 
said to him: "If you have anything 
to do with my hanging you will be 
doomed. You will have to take the 
responsibility." When the Bev. Mr. 
Hicks visited him last evening Guit- 
eau was in an undemonstrative mood, 
and in reply to the minister's inqui- 
ries'said: "My mind is free from all 
wordly affairs and I am ready to go. I 
have no enmity now against any one. 
The matter is now between the pres- 
ident's conscience and his god. I 
hope that on Friday there will be no 
bungling, and that Gen. Crocker will 
do his work well. A promulgation 
now will not contribute to my happi- 
ness, although it would be for the 
good of the American people." 


The scaffold is in complete readi- 


ness, The exact time for the execu- 
tion is not yet feed. The death 
warrant will probably be read about 
1 o'clock.

JOBT LIKE! UOHTNIKQ. 


The Residence of John W. Lyon Struck- 


A Terrific Storm. 


Last night soon after 10 o'clock another 


terrific thunder and rainstorm visited this 
region, accompanied by vivid and hair- 
raising flashes of lightning that lit up the 
heavens brilliantly. The brightest and 
most zig-zag flash of lightning came at 
about 11 o'clock, which was immediately 
followed by a deafening crash of thunder 
that seemed to shake all the dwellings in 
the city. It certainly frightened timid 
people beyond expression. 


The one-story frame dwelling of Mr. 


John W. Lyon, foreman of the REPUBLI- 
CAN job rooms, on North Monroe street, 
was struck by lightning, but fortunately 
no great damage was done. The spent 
bolt struck the brick chimney, shivering 
it. The shingle roof from the chimney to 
tbe south edge of the roof was torn up 
and spilt into splinters, but otherwise the 
house escaped injury, except such damage 
as was done by water leaking through the 
opening. The family had not retired at 
tbe time of the unwelcome visitation.— 
They felt the shock as the bolt struck the 
chimney, but at the time they did not 
think that their dwelling had been singled 
out for a blow. Mrs. Lyon was very 
badly frightened. A neighbor this morn- 
ing said she was looking out of a window 
while the storm was raging and saw the 
bolt strike the chimney. She started back 
in great alarm, as was quite natural under 
the circumstances. Mr. Lyon sustained a 
loss of about ,$20, not coveredj by 
insurance. 


ANOTHER HOUSE STRUCK. 


At the same hour that Mr. Lyon'a 


dwelling house was struck, the old farm 
house on the I. W. Ehrman farm, west of 
the city about two miles, and directly 
north of the Wabash road, was also struck 
by lightning. The dwelling is occupied 
by Mr. Pentecost and family. The bolt 
struck the east end of the house and shat- 
tered the roof, tearing oil' the old weather 
boarding and throwing plank a distance 
of 30 feet. The shock was so severe that 
Mrs. Pentecost and the several children 
were badly stunned. The house is an old 
one, and is lined on the inside with brick, 
otherwise the occupants might have been 
killed. Several of the children were un- 
conscious for awhile, and to-day Mrs. 
Pentecost has a very severe headache. 


AND STILL ANOTHER. 


Last night about 11 o'clock a large 


frame house near the Illinois Midland 
junction, south of the city, was struck by 
a heavy stroke of lightning. It struck a 
large chimney on the house, tearing the 
plastering and paper oil the walls in one 
of the bed rooms; the sleepers being up 
at the time no one was hurt, but all some- 
what shocked. The bricks'and plastering 
fell all over the bed and floor and some 
small pieces struck the occupants. Mr. 
E. Harpstrite is the owner of the build- 
ing. It is occupied by Mr. Parks and 
family and a man named Wentworth- 
Harpstrite's loss will be about $200. No 
other damage was done in the vicinity as 
yet reported.

A Dreadtul Accident. 


It is not often that railway engines blow 


up, but when they they do one or mnr« 
persons lose their lives or are very badly 
injured. Last-night, at about 11 o'clock, 
near Litchfield.Ion the St. Louis Division 
of the Wabash road, Wabash locomotive 
No. 135, known as one of the Jolmnn 
engines, blew up, the boiler being shatter- 
ed and torn. Engineer Merritt, a new 
engineer in the employ of the Wabash, 
was badly and probably fatally scalded, 
as was also the fireman. No one else was 
hurt. The engine was attached to freight 
train No. 59, Ed. Hall, conductor, bound 
for St. Louis. It was reported in Deeatnr 
this morning that Merritt cannot live. 


FURTHER DETAILS. 


At about eight o'clock this morning the 


engineer, Mr. Merritt, and the fireman, 
Harry Eiianum, both less seriously hurt 
than was at fist reported, were brought 
to this city OB No. 48. The former was 
taken to hit home on East Eldorado 
street, and (he latter to his place of resi- 
dence on North Monroe street. They 
were given prompt surgical attention, by 
the Wabash surgeons, the Drs. Cheno- 
weth. It appears that at the time of the 
accident the train was going at full 
freiglt train speed when the crown sheet 
of tie boiler blew ott', throwing Erismau 
ouf of the cab a distance of about 30 feet, 
hw body striking against a fence. Mer- 
ritt was also blown off the locomotive. 
Erismau received a scar on his forehend, 
and his body about the arms and lower 
limbs was more or less scalded. Merritt 
was also scalded pretty seriously, but at 
this hour (noon) it is believed that both 
men, 
who certainly escaped miraculously, 


will soon recover from their injuries. 
Three reasons for the accident are assign- 
ed : Either there was some defect in the 
boiler, there was too much steam, or the 
water was too low iu the boiler.

Relations U Easiness. 


There is no more doubt about th( 


ability of -women to do good work, am 
continuous work, than there is of that o: 
men. The continuity or perseverance u 
altogether in favor of women, where il 
has been trained by exercise; the power 
of concentration upon a given point, 01 
for a given length of time, is in favor ol 
men. 
But the conditions of work are 


inexorable for both, and they can not be 
wished or sentimentalized, or scolded, 
or even voted away. There are certain 
kinds of work that are less fitted for 
\romen than others; and, as a rule, 
women very properly avoid them 
there are other kinds, however, for 
which women are extremely well fitted, 
some of which men at present perform, 
and these women who are wise will fii 
themselves for and try to secure. There 
is no reason why women should be 
chambermaids aud employes, and men 
managers and proprietors, in France 
men do most of the chamber work in 
hotels and public places, and women are 
the managers and superintendents, the 
sellers and cashiers 
The whole busi- 


ness of retail buying and selling might 
be in the hands of women, with very 
great advantage to the buyer and the 
seller 
It la a most absurd thing that 


the whole retail provisioning of our 
great cities ia m the hands of ignorant 
men and liquor sellers, while women are 
starving in garrets, or making shirts at 
six cents apiece. These men often do 
not know the articles that they sell by 
their names, they do not know their 
uses; bny in a blind wav what is offered 
them; they take'' samples'' from agents, 
and test the thing by their ability to 
sell it 
Women know better what u? 


needed; they could accommodate their 
goods better to the needs of their custo- 
mers; they are more willing to take 
trouble, they have more faculty for de- 
tail. 


But in business or labor of any other 


kind, tkat enters into competition with 
the active world, there aie no favors to be 
asked, no consideration shown 
You 


must sell a better article thin another, 
you rnuat do your work us well or better 
than another, and you must alw ays be 
at your pott 
Xor must > ou be so fool 


ish as to considei yourself necessary in 
your place—a gap made is enuly filled— 
few are able to distinguish the differ- 
ence , and so the tule goes on, and rolls 
over us, unless we can keep abreast of 
<ts current. It is not easy , it is not 
flattering to our self love, but it is the
